each instance. Conditions of anchor- 
age, distances by rail, and other cir- 
cumstances make it impossible in 
some cases. It is always Mr. Hoover's 
desire to pay a friendly call upon 
officials of the various governments on 
the soil of the countries themselves. 

“ After the three countries herein 
mentioned—Honduras, Salvador, and 
Costa Rica--have been visited, the 
next step will be for a call at Ecuador. 
The Maryland cannot go within 70 
miles of Guayaquil, the principal port 
of Ecuador. Mr. Hoover has insisted 
on landing on Ecuadorean soil. 


Hoover Will Use Cruiser. 

“It was found impossible to use the 
ship’s small boats for such a long 
journey, and it would take too long 
tor an Ecuadorean gunboat to meet 
us and transport the party. Therefore, 
the United States cruiser Cleveland | 
will meet the Maryland and take the 
party to Guayaquil, where President 
Isidro Ayora will meet Mr. Hoover 
and his party.”

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Einstein Theory T hat 


Space Really Curves 


New York, Nov. 25.—(#)—The pect- 


‘Har behavior of hebula, whirling 
- gbout in space 85,000,000 light years 


away from the earth, and seeming to 
move farther away at the rate of 259,- 
000 miles a second, is beginning to con- 
vince some astronomers that Einstein 
was right. Einstein held that space is 
curved, that the universe is “ closed.” 

Recently Prof. Harlow Shapley, di- 
rector of the Harvard observatory, re- 


that space doubles back on itself. An- 
nouncement of recent discoveries has 
been in circulation among scientists 
for some weeks, he said, but it has 
not yet been published. 


Prof. Henry Norris ‘Russell of 


Princeton university, discussing the|. 


recent discoveries, said the new re- 
search started when it was found 
that light rays from distant nebulz, or 
vystems or luminous matter, did not 
hold positions on the spectrum that 
they would be expected to occupy. 
When this tight was separated into 
its constieuent parts, each part ap- 
peared to have shifted away from the 
biv --d of the spectrum toward the 
reé wM. The shift Avas worked out 


for ordinary circumstances long ago 


and is well understood. When the 
source of light is receding from the 
earth at terrific speed, the wave 
length is increased and the light 
shifts toward the red end of the spec- 
trum.. When the source is approach- 
ing the earth, the shift is toward the 
blue end. 
But & study of the distant nebule 
. disclosed that the shift always was 
toward the red, instead of toward the 
blue about half the time, as would be 
expected. This seemed to indicate 
that all the nebula were moving out- 
ward from the universe some of them

Astronomers began to question 
whether the universe could be in a 
state of explosion, with the outer parts 
of the system rushing away from the 
center. 

“Then,” Dr. Russell said, “it was 
found that the Einstein theory of 
curved space and a closed universe 
would explain this shift toward the 
red. It seems probable that these 
distant nebule# are not scattering off 
into space in all directions, but that

Whatever yesterday may have been 
for pianists, it was not unduly warm 
for Fritz Kreisler. As yet there has 
arisen no pretender to the violinistic 
throne of King Kreisler.
